The Seventh Semi-Osntenninl Annivers
sary of Luther's Defiance of the Pope—
flow it I8 Belng Ceslobrated im Phila~
delphin.

Py the time that Leo X ascenlded the Papal
throne, & great poriion of the Latin Church was
ready for a spiritusl revolt, awaiting only the
opportunity and occaslon, Both were destinsd
to be given by Martin Luther, whose natme has
pecorne indelibly associated with the great Re.
formation of the sixteenth century as its fore-
most hero, Leo X, anxious to complete the
magulfioent cathedral of St Peter, in the Eternal
City, adopted a novel method whereby to scoure
tho money thae would be requited. Tbis was
the promulgation of an indulgence to nll
throughout the Christinn warld who choie
to perform certom  conditions, chiel among
which was & oontribution towards the
bullaang ~ of St Peter's, A Domini-
esn monk by the name of Telzel was
intrusted with the dispesantion of thesw indal-
gonces in Baxony, and he appesars to have cou-
ducled his operations in & way (hat was ex.
tremely repulsive to many of s co.religioniats,
Ho wias nocused of eolag far bevond the doe-
trines received by the Koman canonists of the
age, and of disposing of the Papal absolution
in o manner kot differed but lotle, of atall,
from su out-and-out sale. In Msrtin Luther,
Teteel found his most tormidabls and enthysi-
wslic aofagonist, The Iacter wus at that time
the Protessor of Scholustle Phllosophy in the
University of Wittenbersr, and he at once pre-
purml tn the Latin lunguage s geries of ““theges,
nincty-five in number, In wbich be combuted
uud denouneed the praciices of Tetzel, These
“theses ' rubmit-ed the whole matter in contra-
versy 1o the decigion ot the Pope of Rome, to
whom Luther still ackuowledged the most im-
plieit obedience; bul notwitbstanding this ao-
Emrent arthodoxy, they contained the gerws of
he Protestant doctiines whioch were soon
destined 1o sweep over Germany and England.

On the B8lst day of Octobor, i.’rl?,jus‘. three
hundred snd ity years ago, Lother posted up
his “theses” on the doors ol the Sehdosak irehe au
Witienberg, and the great Reformation wae
thus fully inangorated. A copy of the “‘theses”
was sent to the Archbishop of Magdeburg, ac-
companied by s uote in which the sutbor be-
gought that dignitary ol the Church to put an
end 10 the scandaluos proceedings of Tetzel,
Turough the sgency of the press, which was
then jor the first time torned to wecount in a
popuinr agitation, Luther's proceedings were
spread all over Germnny, creating an intense

excitement  and much bitter  disputatioa,
Allemipls  were mude by certaln  ecclesi-
astical diplomatists to  compromise (he

difficaity, bul they {ailed: and o July, 1610
Luther beld hi# lumous aisputation with Dr
Eck, the ohampion of Casholicity, at ].l‘l!ldi-‘-
the resnlt of which ovuly tended "0 widen the
breach between him and his followers nod Lhe
Church of Rome, Step by step, the suthor of
the ninety-tive “theres” wa: thog led (rom his
original mtention of resiting avoes in the
Church, to an open defiance of its authority,
and denuucintion of iis dogmas nud practices
a8 contrary 1o the teachines of Corisi,

To-dny being the seventh semi-centonnial
anniversnry of the promualgation of the *‘theses'
by Luther, 1t is being ohserved with uppropriste
cercmonies by the ehurchies of s ecity which
are In communion with the Evangelical Lu-
theran branch of the Protestant Chuich, Speeis

At St, Matthew'’s Churcl, on New satrect,
which has received the just designation of the
“mother of churches,™ the day was observed
with approprinte and golemn services. The in-
terior of the church was handsomely decoveted
with rare and beautiful plants, and a cboloe
display of evergreens, all being arrunged with
great {aste and artisiic =kill, In the palpit re-
cess, # portrait of Martin Luthar, gracelully
festooned, was conspicuously displayed,

ST, JOIIN'S CHURCIH.
Sermon by the Rev, Joseph A, Selss, D, D,

At 8, Jobhn's Church, on Race sireet, above
Fifth, & briltisot seene was presented, Ateither
side of the entrance to the sproious church were
large and beautitul everercens, and immediatel
on entoving the buildwng the eye was saluter
by o wmmonnt of decoration in evergreens and
flowere which hus rarely been equalled in this
city, The vestibule and the stmrways leading
to the andience-room were beautifolly fes-
tooned with evergreens, as well ag the nudi-
enceroom itsell.

At either end of the iuclosare about the altar
was & magnificent vase, resting upon blocks of
viirlegated marble, and surmounted by a beau-
titul bonguet, while n loog wreath of flowers
encircied it, The altar raillivg was tastefully
decorated with evergreens interspersed with
flowers, lnree prounines of which werestationed
here nnd there within the inclosore, 1In front
of the altar wis n oros: in white lowers, and
In the recess immediately in the rear wias an-
other and larger cwolem of the Christinn rehgion
in evergreens, Surmounting the arch were the
words, *‘By Grace ye are zaved," tue columns
supportiog it being entwined with creeping
vines, At cither side ot them, near the top,
were the words, “Seventh Jubilee,”

But the most noticeable festure about the
altar were two monstwer bhouquets, each about
three feet in height, in whieh all the rarest and
mo-t beautitul fowers were aisplayed. The
wulls of the church” and the front of the galle-
ries were also set ff by double und triple fes-
toous ut evergreen, interspersed with wreaths of
the same muterial, and with bright little node-
gays of flowers. The effect of these multitudi-
naus decorations was as starthing as I was
pleasine.

At half past 10 o'clock, In the presepce of a
Jarge sudience, the ey, Josepl A, Sefas, D. D.,
pustor of the church, commenced the preling-
nary exerciges, after which the congregation
united io singing the hymn commencing with
the stanza: —

“Relore Jehnval's nwlul throne,
Ye nutions bow with sacred joy;

Know that the Lord 18 God alone:
He can create, wnd He de-troy.'

The Pastor then read ns the leseons of the day
the 46th Psalm and the 15th ebapter of Revel
tions; and after an impressive prayer by the
pasicr, the congregution again joined in singing
the hymu commencing with tne stanza: —

The Reverend Docotor then spoke as follows; —

livea to see the three hundred and Alleih anolvir-
siry of tho birlh of the Reformation, sod the cstab-
Habmont of our Kvangellesl Qhorel and the soventh
Jupilee, Tue Jubliee dates back to the earliest BE®s,
when God commanded the fiftleth year 0 be hai-
lowed, aud the procinmntion of liberty throughoot
a1l the world, ubto &l ithe inhabltants thereof. For
e elve or filteen centurles this jubliee was oele-
brated, but it Is not tuls Jewlsh jublies wa nre now Lo
celebrate. There 18 o Protestant judileeo ns well,
which In ever with  us, in the froo-
dowm with  which the Son of God hath
pde 1w fres, who shall forbid os anit who shall con-
deisn us for glviog, ovee lu e life-time, n Irés expres-
wion to ovr olous delight and the pure and holy
display which greets os this happy morolng. We
have o gracious Lord who hath loved us noto death,
redeemed us by Hig blood, and le't us the gracions
promise of partcipation in His glorious resl, No
gorvioed are too great, no expressions of gratitnde too
extravagant oo this occaslon. We ocunnot make ton
lull or too reverenl nn scknowledgment for our
mercies, Therefore we mark the seventh aunlver-
sury of the day on which our great privileges waora
resiored, and give it the sweet name of the Jubllee,

Dr. Seiss then announced as his special text
the 1224 Psalm, commwencing with the words: —

“1 was glad when threy nald onto me, Let os o ioto
the House of Lhe rd.’

This is the third of the Panlms of “ascent' or golog
up to Lhe grand gathoriogs of the Jews, expressing
rreat delight at the prosperity, strengih, and glory of
5emnnlom. It & o song of the Uhnreh, adapied 1o
evi Iy age—a genuine jublieesong, It munlfesis three
fentures—n grateMml gindoess, an admiriog contem-
plation, and & zeaious devotlon, The Paslmist
clafms that the Lord has n chiosen restng place In
tils world, s Housa of God, Tpere he anowed an ho-
cepiance of His people’'s worahip, sad gave them His
benedloiion. O, thet we conld bave seen ana hoard
and felt the gladness of Lhis visible lotgroounie with
God ! Bulﬁlu Christinns, ne well ns the Jows, have
thelr Zlon. That anclent house wind only the type of
anutlier and better tabornacle Aot made with hands,
& heavenly Jerusalem, the clty of the Living GoY, The
Lord's Houose stlll stunds, where He silil communes
wihibh manp, 1t 18 fasbionedof livingsionewand has been
stunding longerthun sny Jewish tabernacie.

The gpeaker then referred to tha lack of energy and
Bircess. and  he ndverse elrenmetnoces which hsd
marked the history of thia Courgh during the greator
purt of Lue past ball cpntury, by which the progress
of the distinctive Church of f.tlther's Inbor and love
in Amerion wus greatly retarded, HBot this joblice
day witnesses s grent rovival of the Church which
had done (0 wueh for (e many and Scandinavia o
the varly cepturies of the Relormasion,

The speaker then referred to the pdmiring tontem-
pintion of the Psalmist, and sketched tna vivid man-
ner the stopendous labiors attending Lhe n_hmum-.:;
ana foundipe, and Lullding of the Holy City—how
greal and good men lved snd dled, bow mirecies
were wisugng, bow the dead were railned, how angels
nnd more Lhan angels dossended tothe earth. Itis n

The most beautiful portlon of the decoration
was around the aliar. The railing of the chancel
was covered with beantifol wrenthes, bnakets,
and bougoels of natural lowers, In the contre
wAs B verf] large booguet of white flowers;
direoily behind  this, the sssistants' desks
were covered with flowers, in the midst of which
lay the Bibles. The pulpit was handsomely de-
cornted, and in a centre niche was & handsome
croes of white flowers; aunluet the wall, back of
the pulpit,was a pedestal of evergreen and flow-
ere, mpgoﬂlngu fancy stand, which was sar-
monnted with & cross, on each slde of which was
a benutiful shield, on the lett of which was the
word" Luther, " und the dute 1517, Onthe ghield,
on the right, the word “Melancthon,” and the
date 1867, the whole inclosed i evergresns,
forming un arch, surmounted by a large whits
croes of beautiful flowers. The whole presented
the appenrance of a beautiful garden in spring.
The choir wus gresily angmented for the ooos-
ston, and a band of wind \pstroments gecompn-
nied the cholr. The anthems were rendered in
the Buest style, The order ol exercises was as¢
follows:—
